man, through his lawyers, today entered 
into @ compromise with Fish whereby 
‘the fight is called off pending a decision 
i by Judge Wall in the Superior Court as 
‘to Harriman’s s right to vote the contest- 
ed shares. 

Under the terms of the compromise, in 
the shape of a stipulation signed by the 
attorneys representing both sides, the 
Proxy Committee will not go into ses- 
siun again tomorrow, the present meet- 
ing will stand adjourned, and there will 
be no vote on the Illinois Central direct- 
ors until Dec. 18. 

The attorneys representing Harriman 
and Fish met this morning and signed 
the following: agreement:

Referring to the annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Co. now in session, we 
recognize that the numerous and

Pre-secuting Attorney Falkenhainer is 
right !:. deiaring that he is not in favor of blue 
lawe 9°.d in refusing to issue warrants to en- 
fore. them, although he may offend the penny- 
‘ise and pound-foolish morality whéch concerns 
itself with the petty trifles of personal habits 
while great and grave evils appeal for redress. 

To most of the people who represent this atti- 
tude, however, Mr. Falkenhainer’s offense will 
consist, not in the actual failure to enforce blue 
laws—since their habit is to excuse that failure 
in preachy officials—but in his statement that he 
does not favor them. 

From time immemorial fiat morality has been 
recognized .as futile by the very communities 
which insisted upon it. Kansas City is about to 
engage in a performance of this kind. 

Knowing that morality cannot be legislated 
into people any more than sectarianism can be, 
knowing that no set of officials can mold or 
correct the personal habits any more than they 
ean control the beliefs of individuals, the nar- 
row reform element no longer insists upon actual 
enforcement, but contents itself with demand- 
ing only a nominal officia: attitude, a show of 
attempts and much talk. 

It is a poor way to train public servants, ex- 
acting of them only insincerity and compelling 
them to slight the big and important tasks of 
government.

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BEEF THAT IS OF YOUR OWN AGE. 

The possibilities of cold storage are very great. 
If there had been no public agitation of questions 
relating to food supplies and food prices, it is 
probable that ere long men would have been 
consuming meats which were prepared for the 
market by generations dead and gone. 

A side of beef placed in cold storage 14 years 
ago in Cleveland, O., has come into possession 





of Dr. Wiley of Washington, who naturally re- 


gards it with suspicion. He will feed some of it 
to a dog and the remainder he will return to 
storage, experimenting with it from time to time. 
Of course, there are advocates of storage who 
profess unlimited confidence in the integrity of 
the beef that is 14 years old. They have financial 
as well as scientific reasons for the faith that 
is in them. They have accomplished much by 
storage and they hope to accomplish more. 
Whatever may be the truth of the matter, agi- 
tation cannot fail to be of public advantage. 
There must be a limit to the preserving process.

older than he is, there may be sentimental reas- 
ons why he should not be fed upon it. 

No one wants to eat beef which might and 
perhaps should have graced his grandfather's 
table, nor chickens which, for all he may know, 
a self-denying grandmother may have sent to 
market.

ONLY”A CASE OF MATRIMONY. 

Whatever may be thought of the relations. ex- 
isting between various members of the Magill 
family at Clinton, Ill., and the young woman who 
later became the second Mrs. Magill, and however 
shocking the second marriage may have been, it 
is plain that there was no evidence of murder.

BRIBERY IN THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 

Without presuming to pass judgment upon the 
merits of the case against the two membe:s of 
the House’ of Delegates under indictment for 
bribery, most people in St. Louis will be grati- 
fied to learn that the Circuit Attorney is devoting 
serious attention to that body. 

Suspicion attaches to several] other men who 
have been conspicuous in the peculiar operations 
of the combine, and it is highly probable that it 
Mr. -Sager will give the matter the attention 
which it deserves he will be able in a brief time 
to throw much light on the situation. 

It does not require extraordinary ability to be 
a grafter in the House of Delegates, but to detect 


produce evidence which will be conclusive of guilt 
call for tireless labor, great shrewdness and an 
all-pervading knowledge of men and affairs. 

Not the least vexatious feature of municipal 
corruption is the fact that in most instances the 
sums received for the barter and sale of important 
public and private rights are contemptibly small. 

The wretch who thanked God that he had a 
country to betray doubtless exacted for one act 
of perfidy a bribe that he considered worth while, 
but Americans who follow his example engage 
in weekly or daily treasons and felonies for bribes 
which would be beggarly compensation even for 
a misdemeanor. 

It is partly owing to the despicable nature of 
these transactions that exposure has been so 
difficult, although in another dspect, the great 
number of them should lead more frequently than 
they do to detection and punishment. 

If it be true that legislative favors in St. Louis 
may be purchased for a song, the fact is known 
to many people, not all of them implicated in 
guilt. Such persons have no higher duty than to 
go to the assistance of the authorities in this 
emergency. 

In prosecutions of this kind a proper beginning 
often presents the chief difficulty. If the Circuit 
Attorney is satisfied that he has one good case he

Not much noise was made by negro 
agitators before the election, but they 
were known to be quietly at work, 
and it believed by Republican 
leaders that the negroes of one ward 
in which there is a very large negro 
population, voted the Democratic 
ticket almost to the last man.

The outside agitators who were at 
work in New Haven are credited with 
having had a hand in turning the ne- 
gro vote of Baltimore in favor of the 
Democratic candidate for Mayor there 
last spring. It is figured by Repub- 
lican leaders in New Haven that the 
change in the negro vote was almost 
enough alone to account for the upset 
of their ticket. Here is another sig- 
nificant indication of what may pos- 
sibly be expected of the negro voters 
through the country in the national 
election next year, particularly if the 
Republican nominee should be Taft.— 
or Roosevelt.

$25,000,000-—-Keene Easily Heads List of Own- 
ers, With Harry Payne Whitney Second. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—Some idea of 
the magnitude of horseracing in Ameri- 
Ca may be gained from a tabulated rec- 
ord of winnings of the 30 leading own- 
ers. The grand total is $1,706,881. This 
in itself would be a great sum, but it 
only represents a very small number 
of horse owners who have won money 
on the turf since Jan. 1 to Oct. 19. In 
the aggregate the winnings of all owners 
reach $5,000,000. 

This sum represents only the aimeunt 
paid out by racing associations to own- 
ers. The money expended by citizens of 
this country on the sport of kings is not 
included. ‘Tio sport is well named, for 
it takes a kings income to inointain 
it. A conservative :ollower of the game 
with @ penchant for figures said today 
that $25,000,000 was paid out yearly by 
racegoers to racing association: and 
bookmakers. This represents beis, ad- 
mission prices and railroad fares to the 
tracks. 

While owners receive a goodly share of 
this money, the bookmakers aud the 
racing associations eat bip the mayor 
portion of these millions of dollars. She 
racing association with the $3 a day ad- 
mission orice and the revenue derived 
from restaurants’ privileges was fat and 
pays to the stockholders a 10 per cent 
dividend after 30 per cent has been 
deducted from the sinking fund 

James R. Keene heads the winning 
list with $382,577. “his sum rvpresents 
the earnings of his horses anc does not 
iuelude $3000 which he receive. as the 
nominator of winners in several pro- 
cuce stakes, 

His bitter turf rival, Harry Payne 
Whitney, is second of the list, with 
$129,789. This is a very good showing 
for the second stable of the year, and Is 





within $21,000 of the money that the 
Keene horses won last year. Both sta- 
bles have many thoroughbreds in train- 
ing and their expenses were very high. 
Whitney will not clear more than $30,000. 

Thanks to Salvidere, T. Hitchcock Jr 
is third on the list, with $68,404. Many 
of his jumpers won races through the 
field, but his cross-country winnings 
this year fell far beww the sum the sta- 
ble carned when Good and Plenty was 
the champion and beat all his opponcnts 
for the rich steeplechase events. 

J. L. MeGinnis, the young Brovklyn- 
ite, is a close fourth, with $68,18%. This 
sum will repay the $25,000 he lost in 
Wall street this spring, when stock 
values depreciated. He has only a 
sinali stable, and as his horses manegeéd 
to win at ‘ong prices when he had good 
bets on them, he will go initio winter 
quarters with a fat bank account. 

The surprise of the racing season is 
the prominence of James H. McCormick 
on the winning list. He won $63,766. 
This money was secured early in the 
year, as he retired his string of racers 
long before the hot weather set In. Dur- 
ing the winter McCormick's thorough- 
breds were rated at no higher than sell- 
ing platers, but by judicious placing and 
careful attention to their physical con- 
dition he won many prominent features, 
among them the Carter and Metropoli- 
tan handicaps. Most of this money rep- 
resents profit to McCormick, as he had 
very few torfelts to meet. As he trains 
all his own racers and has no: high-sal- 
aried jockey, his expenses were very 
moderate.
